HOME BUDGETS NEEDED 
W hen people underspend, we have business de­ 
pression; when people overspend, we have busi­ 
ness boom. 
T hen to avoid booms and depressions, indi­ 
viduals m ust make a personal budget showing 
just w hat they could and should spend over a 
term of years — w hat is now called a business 
cycle. If the individuals abide by their budget 
in tim es of prosperity by not overspending, they 
will not have to curtail their expenditures later. 
Thus at the same time they prevent booms and 
depressions. 
The m ajority of individuals will say th a t they 
do not care to bother with a budget, no m atter 
how simple. They can avoid it for a m onth, a 
year, or perhaps longer; but sooner or later, if 
they are honest in paying their debts, they m ust 
m ake income and outgo balance. T hat is essen­ 
tially a budget. It is only one step farther to 
set aside a part of one’s earnings when he is 
earning more than normal so th at he can spend 
the same am ount when he is making less th an 
normal. 
If income is carefully estim ated for a period of 
years and divided into years either equal or in ­ 
creasing in the same ratio, and the budget of 
expenditures outlined accordingly, where are the 
ups and downs of business? 
And if the budget is further divided into 
twelve parts and adhered to fairly closely, would 
not even seasonal fluctuations be elim inated to 
a large extent?

GOLF COURSE “ BIRDIES” 
Golf courses are to see more “birdies” th an 
usual, if the plans of the National Association of 
Audubon Societies are accepted. The average 
golf course is admirably adapted as a sanctu­ 
ary for birds. In no case would the m an who 
concentrates upon putt, short approach or drive 
consider allowing a gunshot within hearing. 
There is an exclusiveness and quiet about the 


fairways which is in itself an invitation to feath­ 
ered visitors and, generally, there are plenty of 
trees and shrubbery. 
The Audubon societies 
have approached 330 golf clubs with their idea 
and have already recevied favorable replies from 
115, while thirty-four have said th at, w ithout 
the invitation, the work had been undertaken. 
Birds soon learn where sanctuaries exist. Per­ 
haps in time they will learn to dodge and recog­ 
nize golf balls and not be afraid of the exasper­ 
ated who beats the grass as he searches in the 
rough.

Suppose th a t H erbert Hoover were a private

KEEP THE COUNTY AGENTS 
(Christian Science Monitor) 
The increase in farm efficien­ 
cy in the United States the last 
fifteen years has been due in no 
small measure to the county ag- 
riculural agent system. County 
agents are men trained in th -2 
art of agriculture. They are part 
of the agricultural extension ser­ 
vice of the United States D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture and the 
state agricultural colleges, and a 
most effective part, since they 
m eet the farm er on his own 
ground and their advice to him 
¿ rows out of an intim ate under 
standing of his problems. 
Just now there seerps to be a 
more or less organized attack on 
the county agent system. P art of 
this comes from farm ers them ­ 
selves, who in present straits are 
willing to sacrifice alm ost any­ 
thing 
reduce taxes. P art comes 
from opponents of cooperative 
m arketing. 
As a m atter of fact, while some 
county agents have been of as­ 
sistance in the development of 
cooperative m arketing, most of 
their activility Is along produc­ 
tion lines. They form the most 
effective link th a t has been dis­ 
covered between agricultural re­ 
search and farm practice. 
Every natural scientist knows 
how long he must wait for the 
public to come to his mousetrap. 
Many important contributions to 


more efficient agricultural pro­ 
duction are now in extensive use 
on the farm which would still 
be in the laboratory were it not 
for the effective missionary work 
of the county agents. 
Farm ers can survive the loss of 
their county agents. They will 
miss this help on which they 
have come to.rely so largely, bu* 
without it they may not have so 
large a surplus to trouble them. 
But the consuming public, de­ 
pendent on an abundant supply 
of food now and in the future, 
cannot afford to dispense with 
so im portant a factor, even as a 
measure of tem porary economy.
